SAINTS claimed their first 
ever St Mary’s win over 
Chelsea to move them to 
within sight of Premier 
League survival. 

First half goals from Jay 
Rodriguez and Rickie Lambert 
sandwiched a John Terry 
equaliser in a win that was 
thoroughly deserved. 

Saints have now beaten 
Manchester City, Liverpool 
and Chelsea at St Mary’s in 
2013, form that has seen them 
make steady progress up the 
table. 

This win moved them up to 
13th and was needed with 
Wigan also bagging three 
points with a home victory 
over Norwich. 

Though Saints remain only 
four points above the drop 
zone, their result and others 
elsewhere means there are 
suddenly a lot more teams 
involved in the relegation bat¬ 
tle and that makes safety seem 
even closer for Mauricio 
Pochettino and his men. 

Saints started brightly and 
had a sight of goal after just 
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two minutes as a high, hanging 
cross was nodded down to Jay 
Rodriguez but he half volleyed 
well over the bar from just 
inside the area. 

Rodriguez was looking lively 
and almost carved Chelsea 
open singled handily. 

He broke quickly from the 
halfway line on the counter 
attack and pushed on to the 
edge of the area. 

The only disappointment was 
his side footed finish, which 
was straight at Petr Cech. 

Saints were looking rampant 
in the early stages with 
Chelsea pinned back. 

Jason Puncheon got off an 
effort that Cech was able to 
stop before Rickie Lambert’s 
low drive after Nathaniel 
Clyne’s blocked cut back was 
stopped by a diving challenge 


in the area. 

Saints did get the lead they 
had so thoroughly deserved on 
23 minutes - and it was little 
surprise that it was Rodriguez 
that delivered it. 

It was a wonderfully worked 
team goal that finished with 
Lambert sliding the ball from 
the left wing into the feet of 
Rodriguez. 

He played a lovely one-two 
with Steven Davis, whose pass 
was perfectly weighted and 
intersected full back and cen¬ 
tre half, and Rodriguez needed 
no second invitation to open 
up his body and finish first 
time right footed low across 
Cech and into the far corner 
for 1-0. 

There was a let off moments 
later though as Maya Yoshida 
got completely caught out and

Fernando Torres pushed on 
and finished but the referee 
blew his whistle for handball 
against the Spaniard. 

Chelsea were trying to attack 
down the right with Victor 
Moses using his pace to run at 
Luke Shaw and Artur Boruc 
was happy to see a cross from 
Moses that deflected off of 
Shaw go just over the bar. 

However, from the corner all 
Saints’ hard work was undone 
as they conceded a horrible 
goal. 

Having dominated the 
match they switched off, 
John Terry’s movement lost 
Jos Hooiveld, who ended 
up slipping over, and the 
Chelsea captain had a 
free header six yards out 
and powered it down 
into the net for 1-1. 
Saints didn’t mope 
about though and 
were back in the 
lead less than two 
minutes later. 
Lambert cele¬ 
brated his 500th 
career league 
appearance in style as he 
curled a 25 yard free kick to 
the left side of the area up and 
over the wall. 

It had bend and dip and Cech 
was unable to get anywhere 
near it and Saints led 2-1.

action of the half and when the 
whistle went Saints had the 
lead their play deserved. 

Saints made an unexpected 
change at half time with Artur 
Boruc going off injured to be 
replaced in goal by Kelvin 
Davis. 

They started the second half 
on the front foot again, push¬ 
ing Chelsea back from the off. 

Cech decided on a safety first 
option two minutes after the 
restart to push wide Clyne’s 
fierce drive from the right. 

Chelsea were starting to get a 
slight foothold in the game as 
the half settled down but 
Saints were continuing to 
work tirelessly to pressure 
them and make life tough. 

Certainly they were not leak¬ 
ing chances. 

Kelvin Davis was forced into 
his first meaningful action on 
59 minutes. Chelsea took a 
quick free kick down the right 
and it was cut back to Moses. 

He made a horrible connec¬ 
tion with his shot but that 
meant it looped up and needed 
Kelvin Davis to quickly back 


peddle and dive to turn the ball 
onto the top of the bar and 
over. 

Chelsea made their first 
change two minutes later with 
Eden Hazard replacing Marko 
Marin. 

Saints responded moments 
later with James Ward-Prowse 
coming on for Puncheon as 
they went to more of a 4-4-2 
with Steven Davis on the left of 
midfield, Ward-Prowse on the 
right and Rodriguez up front 
alongside Lambert. 

As the game started to get 
stretched Saints had a chance 
to surely seal a win as 
Rodriguez got in down the left 
but his shot was blocked by 
Cech. 

Chelsea had a penalty appeal 
turned down as Yoshida 
stayed strong in the area and 
Moses went down but referee 
Jon Moss deemed it fair con¬ 
tact. 

Chelsea made a second 
switch on 72 minutes with 
Ramires coming on for Jon Obi 
Mikel. 

Torres was the first player in 


the book for a foul on Yoshida 
before Chelsea made their 
final change with Yossi 
Benayoun on for Oscar. 

Hazard threatened as he 
broke down the right and cut 
into the area and drilled a low 
cross that nobody could quite 
get to. 

Lambert got booked for 
Saints for kicking the ball 
away as Saints looked to run 
the clock down. 

Saints made their final 
change with five minutes 
remaining with Danny Fox 
coming on for Steven Davis. 

Morgan Schneiderlin was 
booked for bringing down 
Hazard and gave away a free 
kick 20 yards out just to the left 
of centre but Frank Lampard 
fired over the bar. 

When the fourth official held 
up the board it showed four 
minutes of stoppage time for 
Saints to see out, but they had¬ 
n’t really been troubled yet. 

That theme continued as 
they saw out the time without 
a single worry to ensure a 
memorable three points.

MAURICIO Pochettino said his side fully 
deserved their famous win over Chelsea. 

Saints downed the Champions League 
holders with a 2-1 win at St Mary’s with 
goals from Jay Rodriguez and Rickie 
Lambert sealing the three points. 

The win moves Saints significantly closer 
to safety and means they have now beaten 
Manchester City, Liverpool and Chelsea at 
St Mary’s in 2013. 

Pochettino, pictured, 
said: “In front of us 
was Chelsea, the 
champions of Europe, 
and it’s completely 
normal that in the 
second half Chelsea 
were looking to get the 
win. 

“In the overall analysis of 
the game we deserved the win and had 
good chances to get a better result but we 
weren’t able to score. 

“I am really happy with the performance 
of my players and especially the players that 
don’t normally get to play as much. It’s 
important to highlight how well they played.”

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Carroll fires a 
Hammer blow 

WEST HAM 3 WEST BROM 1 
ANDY Carroll gave Roy Hodgson a 
timely reminder of his talents as he 
inspired West Ham to an impres¬ 
sive win which eased any lingering 
hopes of relegation at Upton Park. 

Carroll has endured a difficult 
time in east London since he 
arrived on loan from Liverpool last 
summer, but he battered West 
Brom's ailing defence in to sub¬ 
mission. 

Carroll was not in Hodgson's 
party for England's trip to 
Montenegro on Tuesday where the 
Three Lions struggled to hold on to 
the ball and failed to take their 
chances. 

And on this evidence, Hodgson 
will surely considering recalling 
Carroll for this summer's friendlies 
against the Republic of Ireland and 
Brazil. 

The towering striker brushed off 
his marker and thumped a header 
past Ben Foster to put the 
Hammers ahead and then powered 
home a well-taken volley after 
Gary O'Neil had made it 2-0. 

Carroll had been the butt of criti¬ 
cism from Sam Allardyce in mid¬ 
week for his lack of goals, but the 
way he toyed with the Baggies 
back line, and the way he took his 
fourth and fifth goals for the club, 
may force his manager to push 
through plans to keep the striker 
beyond the end of the season. 

West Ham were good value for 
their victory, with Kevin Nolan, 
Mohamed Diame and O'Neil all 
impressing to move the Hammers 
on to 36 points - two short of the 
figure Allardyce thinks his team 
will need to avoid the drop. 

Allardyce, who this week said he 
will sign a new contract when he 
reaches that 38-point mark, 
watched his team totally dominate 
the Baggies, with the visitors' only 
consolation coming through 
Graham Dorrans' penalty at the 
death. 

Former Chelsea boss Andre Vilas 
Boas watched another superb dis¬ 
play by ex-Saint Gareth Bale 
inspire Spurs to a valuable 2-1 win 
at Swansea. Bale set up Jan 
Vertonghen for his seventh minute 
opener then flicked home a superb 
21 st-minute effort to increase his 
side's lead. Michu pulled back a 
71 st-minute header.

ARSENAL 4 READING 1 
ARSENAL kept up the pres¬ 
sure in the race for 
Champions League qualifi¬ 
cation with a 4-1 win over 
Reading at Emirates 
Stadium, which sent the 
Royals bottom of the 
Barclays Premier League. 

Ivory Coast international 
Gervinho, such a frustrating 
figure for the Gunners, set 
the hosts on their way after 
11 minutes. 

However, despite domi¬ 
nating possession, it was 
not until the start of the 


second half where the cru¬ 
cial breakthrough came 
again, this time Santi 
Cazorla sweeping home. 
Olivier Giroud added a third 
following a quick break by 
Gervinho. 

Hal Robson-Kanu headed 
in a consolation for Nigel 
Adkins’s men - the ex- 
Saints manager in charge 
for the first time - but there 
was to be no recovery as 
Mikel Arteta's penalty made 
sure Arsenal closed up on 
Chelsea in the race for 
fourth-spot and also 


remained within striking 
distance of Tottenham. 

Arsenal captain Thomas 
Vermaelen and goalkeeper 
Wojciech Szczesny both 
had to be content with a 
place on the bench, while 
Adkins' made two changes 
in his first match in charge, 
as striker Pavel 
Pogrebnyak returned from 
suspension and Danny 
Guthrie also came in to 
midfield. 

Reading - who squan¬ 
dered a 4-0 lead against 
Arsenal in their home 


Capital One Cup tie earlier 
this season - started posi¬ 
tively, as Mikele 
Leigertwood headed wide 
from a corner. 

On seven minutes, there 
were chants and applause 
in memory of former 
Arsenal and England mid¬ 
fielder David Rocastle, who 
12 years ago tomorrow lost 
his battle against cancer 
aged just 33. 

But the home fans were 
soon on their feet again on 
11 minutes as Gervinho 
fired them into an early 


defeat 


lead. 

The Ivory Coast forward 
turned on the edge of the 
penalty area, before feed¬ 
ing Giroud. The ball broke 
to Cazorla out on the left, 
and his low centre was 
swept into the roof of the 
net, past former Arsenal 
trainee Stuart Taylor and 
when Gervinho scored after 
48 minutes, it was a case of 
damage limitation for 
Adkins' men, who, barring 
a minor miracle, are head¬ 
ing for a swift return to the 
npower Championship.

GOALS by Carlos Tevez, David 
Silva, Yaya Toure and Vincent 
Kompany piled the pressure on 
Alan Pardew as his lacklustre 
Newcastle side slipped beneath 
Saints in the Premier League 
table nearer to the drop zone 
for comfort. 

The liveliest the 
home fans got early on 
however was with 
Newcastle goalkeeper 
Rob Elliot, who from a 
ridiculously early 
point was dragging out 
every dead ball and 
free-kick he was asked 
to take. 

As it turned out, the 
game clicked into gear 
thanks to a rare visi¬ 
tors’ attack. Vurnon 
Anita dropped a superb crossfield 
pass perfectly into the path of 
Papiss Cisse, whose first-time effort 
was well saved at his near post by 
Joe Hart. 

Within minutes Gareth Barry was 
striding onto Samir Nasri's cut¬ 
back, the goal gaping in front of 
him. Inexplicably, Barry fired over. 

Crucially though, City had built 


up some momentum. And when 
Gael Clichy squeezed a cross 
through to the far post, Tevez slid 
in to turn it home. 

It was the South Americans sev¬ 
enth goal in six games and his 17th 
overall this season, and the hosts 
were in no mood to offer Newcastle 
any way back. 

Clichy brought an outstanding 
save out of Elliot, as did Edin Dzeko, 
before an intricate bit of passing 
from Yaya Toure and Samir 
Nasri offered Silva the chance 
to reach the corner of the six- 
yard box, where he buried his 
shot with some aplomb. 

Why Newcastle waited until 
their position was virtually 
hopeless before injecting any 
degree of urgency into their 
game was a mystery but they 
began the second period with a 
sense of purpose. 

Yohan Cabaye flashed a shot 
across goal after running onto 
Cisse’s lay-off before the mid¬ 
fielder zipped a shot over from 20 
yards. In between, an offside flag 
rendered Cisse's shot over on the 
stretch irrelevant. 

That flurry was as good as it got 
for the visitors. Kompany hit the 
third goal and, with 20 minutes left, 
Toure strode through some poor 
Newcastle defending and beat Elliot 
at his near post.

HEAVEN AT TNE TOP

TITUS Bramble’s unfortunate 
own goal gave Manchester 
United their seventh straight 
league win and allowed them 
to tighten their stranglehold on 
the Barclays Premier League 
title. 

The luckless defender unwittingly 
turned Robin van Persie’s 27th- 
minute shot past keeper Simon 
Mignolet after it had also clipped 
Phil Bardsley on its way to goal. 

It proved enough to hand United a 
victory on a day when they were far 
superior to their relegation-threat¬ 
ened hosts for long periods. 

The Black Cats were barely in the 
game before the break, but buoyed 
by United’s failure to build upon 
their lead, rallied after it without 
ever testing keeper David de Gea as 
they extended their run without a 
league win to eight games. 

United probably should have 
killed the game off long before the 
final whistle, but they did enough to 
extend their lead at the top of the 
table, for a few hours at least, to 18 
points, the perfect preparation for 
Monday night’s FA Cup quarter¬ 
final replay at Chelsea. 

Sir Alex Ferguson did not even 
include Rio Ferdinand and Wayne 
Rooney in his 18 with Monday’s trip 
to Stamford Bridge looming large, 
but his side eased their way 
through the first half without ever 
having to find top gear. 

There were 12 minutes gone when 
full-back Alex Buttner embarked 
upon a determined run which took 
him past both Craig Gardner and 
Bardsley and deep into the penalty 
area, where Mignolet managed to 
block his close-range effort. 

The Belgian had to be equally 
alert three minutes later as the 
Dutchman threatened to get on the 
end of a through-ball, and he then 
had to claw an Ashley Young cross 
out of his top corner as the visitors 
found their rhythm. 

However, even he could do noth¬ 
ing about the chain of events which 
led to the opening goal with 27 min¬ 


utes gone. 

Van Persie picked up possession 
on the left side of the penalty area, 
but found himself confronted by 
Bardsley. 

The striker patiently worked him¬ 
self into a position to shoot, but 
when he unleashed his drive, it flew 
off Bardsley’s boot on to Bramble’s 
knee and inside the far post. 

It was a devastating blow for the 
Black Cats, who had earlier seen 
appeals for a penalty for Rafael da 
Silva’s challenge on Gardner waved 
away, and they visibly wilted as 
they sensed the game slipping away 
from them. 

Van Persie forced a smart near¬ 
post save from Mignolet with a 38th- 
minute snapshot and then prompt¬ 
ed him to tip over a fiercely-struck 
free-kick four minutes later with 


the points seemingly there for the 
taking. 

Sunderland mustered only two 
attempts of note, both from 
Gardner and both off his weaker 
left foot, but first Nemanja Vidic 
and then Chris Smalling made 
blocks. 

The home side returned knowing 
they had to go for broke if they were 
to get anything out of the game, but 
United retained possession at will 
with the movement of Shinji 
Kagawa and Van Persie, and 
Michael Carrick’s composure sim¬ 
ply too much for their hosts, who 
were seeing too little of the ball to 
bring wide men Adam Johnson and 
James McClean into play. 

However, the former Manchester 
City winger finally got the bit 
between his teeth with 59 minutes 


gone when he burst into the penalty 
area. 

His cross was blocked, but 
Bardsley latched on to the loose 
ball, only to fire harmlessly over 
the top. 

The home side threatened once 
again seconds later when striker 
Danny Graham crossed from the 
right towards Stephane Sessegnon, 
who was only just beaten to the ball 
by substitute Jonny Evans. 

The mood inside the Stadium of 
Light lifted instantly as Martin 
O’Neill’s men belatedly forced 
United on to the back foot, but 
UNited held firm and Van Persie 
should have made sure deep into 
injury-time after Ashley Young had 
evaded Bramble’s lunge and 
squared, but Mignolet made a 
remarkable stop to deny him.

A case of 
Job done 
for Howe 

BOSS Eddie Howe praised his 
players for producing “one of our 
best performances of the season” 
after yesterday’s 1 -0 success at 
Colchester United. 

Leading scorer Brett Pitman con¬ 
tinued his fine form by netting the 
winner on 19 minutes to propel 
Cherries back into the automatic 
promotion places. 

And Howe said: “If a 1-0 can be 
comfortable, it was. We had to 
hang on a little bit at the end when 
they bombarded our box with set- 
plays. But I don’t think our goal¬ 
keeper really had a shot to save. 

“I actually thought it was one of 
our best performances of the sea¬ 
son.

“We probably weren’t clinical 
enough with them but that was 
probably the only criticism of the 
day. 

“This isn’t an easy place to come 
and Colchester have got some 
good players, but we looked by far 
the most dominant side.” 

Lewis Grabban, Marc Pugh and 
Harry Arter all came close to 
extending the advantage but 
Cherries were not left to rue 
missed opportunities as a defence 
led by fit-again captain Tommy 
Elphick helped complete a hat- 
trick of 1-0 away wins. 

Reflecting on that run, Howe 
added: “The back four have been 
very good, our goalkeeper has 
been good and they have been 
well protected. We are going to 
need to keep clean sheets to be a 
successful team. We have ground 
out some 1-0 victories on the road 
and that is a great scoreline.”

WIGAN'S survival bid gath¬ 
ered pace as Arouna 
Kone's goal nine minutes 
from time made it three 
wins in a row for Roberto 
Martinez's side. 

Last season a point at 
Carrow Road in March pro¬ 
vided the impetus for the 
Latics to win seven of their 


last 10 games and engineer 
another great escape - and 
the latest three points lifted 
them out of the Barclays 
Premier League's bottom 
three. 

Wigan were lacklustre for 
an hour but the threat on 
the Norwich goal grew and 
grew and, after Antolin 
Alcaraz had seen a header 


cleared off the line, it was 
Kone who fired home from 
the edge of the box. 

Martinez stuck with the 
same side that beat 
Newcastle two weeks ago, 
which meant a second 
Premier League start for 
striker Callum 
McManaman.

WHEN Graham Kemp agreed to stay 
on as Christchurch manager until the 
end of 2012/13, he hadn’t reckoned 
on such a stop-start finale. 

With the weather playing havoc with the 
fixtures, Priory headed into the Easter 
weekend with 13 league games still to 
play. 

It was back in December that Kemp 
announced his intention to step down 
from the Hurn Bridge hot-seat after five- 
and-a-half fruitful years in charge.

Much as Kemp would love to have taken 
his leave from Hurn Bridge with 
Christchurch crowned champions, realis¬ 
tically that doesn’t look like happening.

“We’ve still got some tough games to 
play against Moneyfields (today), 
Alresford, Hamble, Bemerton and 
Downton and we’re probably looking at 
finishing between third and fifth.

Terras missing Kyle 

FORMER Saint Kyle Critchell 
has been sorely missed by Evo-

STRICKEN Glenn Howes has 
revealed how his everyday life 
has been turned upside-down 
since his non-League playing 
career was ended by an X- 
rated horror tackle. 

The Poole Town midfielder sus¬ 
tained multiple injuries to his left leg 
when he was caught by Merthyr 
Town’s Nathan Davies during a 2-2 
Southern One South & West draw 
last month, writes NEIL PERRETT. 

Although the tackle has drawn 
widespread condemnation, Howes 
has declined to comment publicly 
after confirming he was considering 
pursuing legal action against the 
South Wales club. 

The 30-year-old, a leisure centre 
manager, has been unable to work 
since the incident and was told last 
week by a specialist that a playing 
comeback would be “near impossi¬ 
ble.” 


As a result, Howes reluctantly 
decided to bring an end to his 15-year 
career as a semi-professional which 
has included stints with the likes of 
Basingstoke, Salisbury, Gosport 
Borough and Newport IoW. 

Howes, who will spend at least 
another six to eight weeks in a full 
leg brace, has to sit with his left leg 
elevated virtually 24 hours a day and 
has suffered deep vein thrombosis 
and a blocked blood vessel. 

“As soon as it happened, I knew I 
was in trouble because of the insta¬ 
bility in my knee,” Howes recalled. 

“Although I had prepared myself 
for a bit of bad news regarding the 
rehab and surgery, nothing prepares 
you for when someone says it will be 
near impossible to come back. I was¬ 
n’t ready for that kind of news. 

“It is a really complex injury and I 
am due to have another X-ray and 
scan at the end of April. 

“There is a lot of muscle wastage 
and I can only flex my knee to 


around 45 per cent. Other than that, 
the joint is locked. 

“I have been told the possibility of 
osteoarthritis and arthritis in later 
life will increase ten-fold. 

“I have always been an active per¬ 
son and my job involves health and 
fitness. I like surfing and golfing, but 
I don’t think I will be doing either for 
a very long time, if at all. 

“The past five weeks have not been 
an awful lot of fun. You lose your 
independence. I am not allowed to 
drive and am forever relying on 
other people for lifts. You take it for 
granted when you are fully mobile 
and think it will never happen to 
you.” 

Howes, who was keen to thank his 
employers Mill Chase for their 
understanding, has been inundated 
with messages of support from play¬ 
ers and clubs. 

“I have been overwhelmed,” he 
said. “I knew what Poole was all 
about as a club and what a communi¬ 


ty feel it had to it. But I have been 
blown away by the rest of the non- 
League fraternity. 

“It has definitely lifted my spirits in 
the short-term.” 

Speaking of his “devastation” after 
learning of Howes’ enforced retire¬ 
ment from football, Poole boss Tom 
Killick said: “I feel awful for Glenn as 
his career is over through no fault of 
his own. To have your football career 
ended prematurely is hard to take, 
but in those circumstances even 
more so. 

“Glenn’s a fantastic lad, not just as 
a player but as a person, and I 
believe he can become a great addi¬ 
tion to the sport if he becomes a 
coach or a manager. 

“As long as I am manager of Poole 
Town, there will always be a role for 
him at the club. 

“That’s not a decision made out of 
pity. He has truly warranted it by 
being a great professional and a fan¬ 
tastic person.”

RICHARD Hill is fully behind Eastleigh 
Academy’s in-house scholarship 
scheme - even if his own route into 
the professional game was substan¬ 
tially different.

“It didn’t work out for me at Leicester, but 
I’m living proof that if you don’t get taken on 
by a pro club straight away, it’s not a com¬ 
plete disaster. 

“I went on to play for Nuneaton Borough in 
the Conference and got back into it that way.

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“One thing was for sure, I was never going 
to go back to that factory again, but it was 
certainly a life experience.” 

Those young players lucky enough to get 
onto Eastleigh’s scholarship programme for 
2013/14 are destined to tread a very different 
path to Hill, who made 170 Football League 
starts for Northampton Town, Watford and 
Oxford United. 

Those who make the grade as players 
could well follow in the footsteps of ex-

full-time education, the opportunity is also 
there to progress to university or move into 
the sports and leisure industry, including 
coaching placements and playing scholar¬ 
ships in America.

LOCAL goalkeepers Gareth Ihie 
and Sam Webb played a star¬ 
ring role as England defeated 
Germany on penalties in the 
BSWW Bang Saen International 
Beach Soccer Cup in Thailand. 

The victorious moment came 
when True, who plays for East 
Cowes Vies in the Sydenhams 
Wessex Division One, saved the 
decisive penalty to ensure the Three 
Lions prevailed 2-1 in the shoot-out, 
writes GARY PETERS. 

Unlike traditional grass football, 
the beach game dispenses with the 
five penalty system in favour of sud¬ 
den death, meaning the pressure is 
on from the start. 

Roll-on subs are also permitted, 
giving both goalkeepers an equal 
chance to fend off the Germans. 

“I felt confident,” said True.” I 
stepped up to the first and they sent 
me the wrong way, but for the sec¬ 
ond I guessed right. 

“As a goalkeeper, you’re not real¬ 
ly nervous. You can only be the 
hero. I always enjoy standing in that 
position, and it was one of the best 
feelings I’ve had in football.” 

Webb, who lives in Southampton 
and plays Saturday and Sunday 
league football for AFC Gulf 
Western and City Central respec¬ 
tively, said: “I wasn’t nervous. The 
game was my 50th consecutive cap, 
so I was used to it. I was just doing 
my duty for my country. 

“It was brilliant, the best experi¬ 
ence, and it can’t get any better than 
beating the Germans on penalties! 
The manager gave both of us an 
equal opportunity. The movement 
in the sand means you’re not just 
playing against the opposition 
because it moves in all sorts of 
directions.” 

As such, preparing for penalties 
can be tough. Goalkeeping coach 
Steve Hollick, who also works at 
AFC Totton in the same role, said: 
“It’s not something you tend to 
work on in beach soccer. We hadn’t 
practised them much as it’s very 
rare our games go to penalties. It 
just so happened that we managed 
to claw our way back into the 
match.” 


With beach games split into three 
equal 12-minute periods, England 
were 6-5 down in the third with time 
running out. However, Mark 
Mitchell slotted home to draw the 
game level and take it to extra time, 
although neither side could add to 
the goal tally in the three added 
minutes. 

“We did it to put them off (chang¬ 
ing the goalkeeper),” added 
Hollick. “Sam (Webb) was in goal 
when they missed their second, so 


he played his part as well. 

“It’s a massive thing to beat them, 
especially after the first day was 
rained off because of a tropical 
storm. We had to play two games - 
against Thailand and Portugal- on 
the Saturday and then Germany on 
the Sunday (March 17).” 

Despite the intensity of three 
matches in two days, Hollick 
explained how the players were 
“fearless” and “worked their socks 
off’. 


The round-robin tournament also 
saw a youthful England side gain 
valuable experience against some of 
the beach world’s top-rated sides, 
and Hollick is hopeful it will be the 
springboard to better things. 

“We are split into two groups - A 
and B. Germany have just joined A 
alongside the likes of Portugal and 
Switzerland,” he added. “At the 
moment we’re still in group B, but 
we want to improve. It’s a big thing 
for us to beat a group A side. In the 
circumstances and the conditions, it 
was a phenomenal effort. 

“Hopefully it’s the start of a really 
good phase for beach soccer. There 
are leagues popping up all over the 
place. There are efforts to get one in 
Poole, while the Isle of Wight league 
has been established for a number 
of years. It’s quite southern orien¬ 
tated.” 

And, while the British weather is a 
hindrance to the growth of the 
sport, all England fans can celebrate 
a rare and long awaited victory.
